GOLOMBO, Island of Ceylon, March 8.~ 
The last governor of Ceylon, Sir West Ridge- 
way, fearful that the bubonic plague might 
gnce gain a footing in this island of paradise 
gp in the adjacent mairiland peninsula, left 
no means of prevention and precaution un- 
tied. The railway stations are posted over 
gith regulations and instructions in case of 
plague patients being apprehended on 4 
drain, and no one with a rash, a high tem- 
perature, a glassy eye, or a swelling near the 
ds of the throat need present himself at 
a ticket office and expect to go on. 
_ With these posters keeping the bubonic in 
every one’s mind, there is mad excitement if 
© ever any one is taken ill on a train. The 
ear is to be locked and detached and a most 
rigorous quarantine maintained until it is 
determined what the ailment may be; and 
should it be a case of real plague the disin- 
fecting and the burning of cushions is some- 
thing thoroughly severe. 
Despite the hordes of coolies traveling back 
and forth between southern India and the 
Ceylon tea estates, the plague has never 
been established on the island. There is 
strict quarantine against Madras, and tour- 
ists coming down by Tanjore and the temple 
towns of southern India are obliged to keep 
themselves under inspection and record for 
“ten days. A permit is given them and they 
are free to travel in Ceylon if they report 
themselves daily to the government medical 
officer, who stamps the paper day by day. 


The present governor of Ceylon, Sir Henry 
Bieke, having Nved for his last term on the 
island of Hongkong, with plague always in 
the midst of the city of Victoria, has no fear 
whatever of the dread disease ever gettiig 
footing in a country where there is such a 
continuous high temperature as in Ceylon, 
So the argument runs between those who 
would continue all the extreme precautions 
and those who think them unnecessary and 
hope the new governor will modify or di¢ 
continue the vexatious regulations.

‘porting themselves daily for inspection by 
the health officer by a promised fine of 2,000 
tupees, grvest, And other unpléasant things.

FACTS FEW AND. RARE, 


Senator Cullom Constitutes One 
of the Grave Elements of Un- 
certainty in the Minds 
of Strategists.

Springfield, Ill. May 9.—[Special.]—One 
fact, two alleged facts, and about three dozen 
guesses have come to the surface as the 
result of the stirring of the troubled waters 
here by the first cohorts of the republican 
politicians today. 

Fact number one is that Speaker Cannon 
will not be opposed when his name is brought 
= eget for chairman of the state conven- 

on. Alleged fact number one is that the . 
Yates and Lowden forces will combine for 
the purpose of temporary organization and 
for the selection of the credentials commit- 
tee. 

Alleged fact number two is that this 
den-Yates combination will continue for the 
preliminary purposes, and then come the 
guesses. The principal of these is a guess 
that. this Yates-Lowden combination will 
be continued throughout the convention and 
that it will nominate the next governor. 


Guess Leaves Much Unsettied. 


The chief vagary in this guess is that it 
does not specify which end will withdraw 
and which will be successful. 

Frank O. Lowden and his supporters left 
Chicago at noon today. They brought the 
talk about the Yates-Lowden conibination. 
Gov. Yates being tn Chicago, the oracles of 
the Yates forces were missing, but subordi- 
nate satellites gave out the same informa- 
tion. The parting of the ways was reached 
when they discussed the beneficiary of the 
combine. 
' Advance guards from all sections of the 
state began arriving in Springfield this morn- 
ing, and a stream of delegates, notable per- 
sonages, state officials, and common poll- 
ticians is still pouring in tonight. Four of 
the seven candidates for the governorship 
nomination were among them—Lowden, L. 
Y, Sherman, Attorney General Hamlin, 
John H. Pierce of Kewanee. 


Senator Cullom an Enigma. 


Senator Cullom was among the notable 
personages. Mr. Cullom’s chief occupation 
since his arrival has been going in and com- 
ing out of dark rooms and “ developing ” 
explanations.

Mr. Hamlin’s headquarters have blossomed 
ottt with a large photogravure of the senator, 
and it is a matter of dispute whether it is a 
lightning rod or the emblem of allegiance. 

Lowden, of course, claims a first mortgage 
on Mr. Cullom’s affection, and, infact; every 
candidate but Yates may be entered as a 
suitor, and even for the governor there is a 
bit of hope. The support of Yates by Cullom 
ig not considered an entire impossibility. 


Not Candidate for Vice President. 
- Senator Cullom tonight denied emphatical- 
ly the recently published etory that his 
friends will ask the convention to instruct 
for him for the vice presidency. 

“There is absolutely nothing in the story, 
so far as my information goes,” saidhe. “I 
certainly am not to be regarded asa candi- 
date for the vice presidency, and I do not 
think any: of my friends will ask the con- 
vention to instruct for fie.”’ 

It is claimed the organization wing of the 
convention will dictate absolutely the nomi- 
nation of the next governor. For this reason 
Yates’ stock has taken a new jump and is 
being quoted at higher figures than any time 
during the campaign. All this line of argu- 
ment proceeds with peaceful disregard of the 
fact that Charles 8. Deneen will be on the 
scene tomorrow with a big majority of the 
Cook county delegates, with a substantial 
following from the country, and every pros- 
pect of gaining votes as ballots are taken in 


the convention. 


How Combines Out. . 

It must be said that along with the talk of 
the Yates-Lowden organization of the con- 
vention goes another line of argument indi- 
cating the combination will be that of state's 
attorney and governor. Either combination 
can control. As Lowden and Yates have op- 
posing interests in some of the counties 
where Deneen and Yates have a common 
cause, this has been used asa basis for the 
belief that the more natural thing would be 
for Deneen to join forces with the governor. 

If Yates and Lowden combine they will 
have about twenty-five members of the state 
central committee to eleven which can be 
controlled by the other candidates. If they 
combine they will have control of at, least 
thirteen of the twenty-five congressional dis- 
tricts which select the credentials committee. 
In this way they will not only dictate the 
makeup of the temporary roll call but seat 
the contesting delegations, which include 
107 delegates. Lowden and Yates contest 
thirty of these, Sherman and Yates contest 
fifteen, Hamlin and Yate contest sixty-two. 


Plan to Freeze Out Sherman. 

It is said to be the plan to make an equita- 
ble division between Yates and Lowden, 
freeze Sherman out, and give Hamlin only 
such delegates as he has an indisputable 
claim to. How many delegates this would

HL M. STANLEY DEAD. 


World Famed Explorer Succumbs 
to Pleurisy in London. 


HAD BEEN ILL A FORTNIGHT. 


Complication Set In Which Medical 
Skill Could Not Combat. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 10,i3 a. m.—Sir Henry M. 
Stanley, the African explorer, is dead. 

A fortnight ago Sir Henry, who had been 
in a weak state of health for several months, 
had a chill, which resulted in a severe attack 
of pleurisy with complications. His illness 


ble. 
He had been in a semi-conscious condition 
since Sunday afternoon. 


Career of H. M. Stanley. 

Henry M. Stanley, whose name in early life 
was John Rowlands, was born at Denbigh, 
Wales, in 1840. His parents, the Rowlands, 
were 80 wretchedly poor that they gave the 
boy over to the care of the parish when he 
was 8 years old, and he was reared in the 
almshouse at St. Asaph. He came out a 
healthy and fairly educated lad, and taught 
school for a year or two. 

But possessing the genius of the rover and 
the physique of Hercules, pedagogy had no 
attractions for him, and presently he shipped 
as the cabin boy of a vessel bound for New 
Orleans. He concluded to stay there awhile, 
and happened to meet a wealthy American 
merchant named Stanley, who was pleased 
with and adopted him, changing his name to 
Henry M. Stanley. His adopted father was 
so thoughtless as to die intestate, and Stan- 
ley found himself poor again. 


Fights in Civil War. 


Even as the well endowed and expectant 
heir of a wealthy man young Stanley had 
been wandering afoot in the Indian country 
of the southwest, and had obtained much 
experience of savage ideas and habits, which 
proved of great value later. The war had 
broken out, and he was impressed in the 
rebel service. But his sympathies were with 
the north, and he managed to get over upon 
the other side, where he continued to serve, 
though without any particular distinction, 
until the fall of Richmond. 

Then he obtained employment on the New 
York Herald as a reporter, and was quickly 
recognized as a picturesque and clever writer. 
His love of adventure was overmastering, 
and being sent abroad by Mr. Bennett he 
started soon to fight for fun and liberty in 
the Cretan army and to record its fate in the 
Herald. | 


Goes to Seek Livingstone. 

That over, he traveled through the eastern 

countries and in Abyssinia and Spain as a 
roving correspondent until October, 1860, 
when Mr. Bennett sent him to find Living- 
stone. The etory of that wonderful achieve- 
ment is told in his book, one of the most 
fascinating records of exploration. 
_ Upon his return from Africa Stanley went 
west as far as Omaha and did work in the 
Indian campaigns for the Herald with his 
usual success.

Then his great Congo undertaking occupied 
him from 1879 until 1884, the result of which 
was the establishment of an independent na- 
tion from the western coast of Africa at the 
mouth of the Congo to the 30th degree in the 
interior. When this was accomplished, 
loaded with honors, he returned to America, 
hoping to spend the balance of his lifein less 
arduous labors. 

Stanley had hardly reached American 
shores, however, before the king of the Bel- 
gians and Sir William Mackinnon besought 
him by cable to go and rescue Emin Pasha. 
Messages had reached Zanzibar and Europe 
from the pasha’s capital at Wadelal through 
Dr. Junker, indicating that he would be un- 
able to hold his position against the mahdi's 
threatened attack and was practically await- 
ing annthilation. 

Had he been willing to abandon his people, 
those of whom he had created a nation, he 
could easily have cut his way by some houth- 
ern route to the coast before the mahdi’s 
forces could come down the Nile and get at 
him. But Emin was a hero, and he preferred 
death to desertion. Indeed, when Stanley 
reached him this sentiment, carried to almost 
Quixotic extremes, threatened to render the 
relief expedition unavailing. 


Rescues Emin Pasha. 


In 1889, however, after a march of nearly 
1,500 miles through equatoria] Africa, reach- 
{ng from Bagamoyo, on the eastern coast, 
Stanley reached the beleaguered Emin and 
raised the siege. It was a perilous under- 
taking, beset with innumerable dangers in 
the shape of sickness, native hostiles, and 
secret plots and open warfare from the 
mahdi’s forces, but Stanley overcame them 
all and brought Emin safely out of his dan- 
ger. 

The geographical and anthropological re- 
sults of the expedition are of the highest 
value, The course of the Aruwimi! was at 
last fully defined, the limits of the forest re- 
gion fixed, the extent of Albert Nyanza 
bounded, and all the new country from the 
Congo to the lake reduced to a map. 

But of far more importance was the discov- 
ery of the Semliki river, of Mount Ruvenzori, 
of Lake Albert Edward, and of the south- 
western extension of Lake Victoria. 

It was proved that Lake Albert Edward, 
the rumored Muta N’zige, is the primary 
source of the White Nile, that its waters 
pour through the Semliki, which were seen 
by a white man for the first time in the 
Albert Nyanza. Mount Ruvenzorl was 
shown to bearival of Kilimanjaro, and prob- 
ably 17,000 to 18,000 feet high. 

The extent of the Victoria Nyanza was 
definitely ascertained to be fully 26,900 
square miles and to reach within 150 miles 
of Tanganyika. The tribes of all this new 
country were discovered. 

Henry M. Stanley was knighted in England 
for his services, and after a brief career in 
the. house of commons, which was not to his 
liking, he settled down as a farmer at Furze- 
hill in Surrey. 

He was married late in life to Miss Dorothy 
Tennant, but had no children. One ef his 
nephews he adopted about a year ago. 

While not a rich man Stanley had amassed 
a comfortable fortune from his books.

STRIFE OVER RITUAL. 


“High Church” Charge Stirs 
Members of Epiphany Parish. 


CROWD ATTENDS ELECTION. 


Rector’s Friends Carry Day and Deny 
Romanism”’ Charge. 


High church and low, ritualism and the 
old form of service, clashed last night at the 
annual parish meeting of the Episcopal 
Church of the Epiphany, Ashland boulevard 
and Adams street. The champions of the 
pastor, the Rev. John Henry Hopkins—tit- 
ualists, thelr opponents called them—won, 
but more trouble may come. 

The meeting was the largest in the history 
of the church, and the defeated faction re- 
tired in bad humor. ‘“ Lorimer methods 
ruled,”” was the charge, and ‘ Soreheads ” 
was the retort. 

The pastor’s critics went to the meeting 
full of confidence.

RUSSIANS ASLEEP 


Oscar King Davis Describes 
Fighting on the Yalu When 
Kuroki’s Army Crossed. 


FINE SHOW OF STRATEGY. 


| Mikado’s General Moyes Troops 


Behind Sereen of Hills and 
Surprises Enemy.

CAMP NEAR YALU, April 30,4 p. m.—[By 
Runner to Pingyang, May 9.]—Gen. Kuroki 
has succeeded in turning the strong Russian 
position on the north bank of the Yalu. Dur- 
ing last night he got about 5,000 infantry, 
practically the entire Twelfth division, across 
the river a few miles northeast of Wiju, lay- 
ing a pontoon bridge unopposed. This morn- 
ing he brought them down into the rugged 
hills opposite Wiju, where they obtained a 
secure position commanding the Russian 
left flank. 

The Japanese batteries along the south 
bank of the Yalu fully protected them from 
any attack, except by infantry, from the 
north, where the broken character of the 
country makes such an attack unlikely, if 
not impossible. 


Russians Caught Asleep. 

Gen. Kuroki seems to have caught the 
enemy completely asleep, as only a slight 
effort was made to resist the Japanese in- 
fantry advance, a few shrapnel shells being 
thrown along the hills facing the river. 
This shelling soon was checked by the flerce 
Japanese artillery fire on the Russian at- 
teries.. 

With this foothold made secure Kuroki will 
be able to throw his entire army across (he 
river unhindered, thus outflanking the Rus- 
sian position at Chenliencheng and compelil- 
ing them to retire on Fengwangcheng. 

While the Japanese infantry was advan- 
cing rapidly down the north bank of the 
river and over the hills the Russian attention 
was almost completely diverted by a feint 
on Kinteito island, below Wiju, which the 
Japanese had held for several days. The 
Russian guns delivered a heavy fire, search- 
ing the island from end to end but doing 
slight damage. 

Kuroki’s Deceptive Strategy. _ 

For some time the Japanese had been 
making a show of activity at Kinteito is- 
land, whence the Russians seem to have con- 
cluded that Kuroki’s attempt to cross the 
Yalu would be from that direction. Much 
bridge material originally had been osten- 
tatiously massed near Kinteito and other 
obvious preparations for a crossing made; 
but three days ago nearly all of this ma- 
terlal was shifted up stream and carefully 
concealed behind the.hills. The guns were 
withdrawn from the battery positions along 
the river below Wiju and moved back into 
the hills. 

The formation of the country about Wiju 
enabled Kuroki to conceal his movements 
almost entirely. Screens erected along the 
roads hid the passage of troops and material. 
Many pockets and valleys afforded places 
of concealment. The Russians therefore 
were unable to determine what Kuroki was 
‘doing, giving him a fine opportunity to fool 
them, which was not neglected. . 

‘The Russian position naturally was ex- 
ceedingly strong, the steep hills in front of 
the river offering positions where a few men 
could stop thousands: The Russian com- 
mander seems to have thought that these 
hills afforded a sufficient protection to his 
left flank. 


_ How the Battlefield Looked. 


™. From a hill east of Wiju I had a fine view 
of this morning’s work. Directly north of 
Wiju lies Osikito island. Beyond that Tiger 
hill stands on the north bank, steep and 
rough, east of Osikito. Farther up stream 
is Kurito island, whence the Japanese ex- 
pelled the Russians on April 26. Below Osi- 
kito are two islands, Kinteito, which the 
Japanese held, and another which the Rus- 
sians occupied. The Russians burned the 
villages on this island yesterday afternoon, 
apparently preparatory to withdrawing. 

The River Ai flows into the Yalu from the 
north, along the western base of Tiger hill. 
Chenliencheng stands about “three miles 
west of Tiger hill on the mainland, separated 
from the Russian island by 200 yards of the 
stream. Six hundred yards of the stream 
separate the Russian island from Kinteito. 
Along the crest of a low range of hills on the 
river bank back of Chenliencheng, running 
east to the river, the Russians had posted 
several batteries of field guns. Back of 
Tiger hill they had another of these batteries. 
These guns easily ranged beyond Wiju. 

The Japanesg batteries extended along the 
south bank of the river, commanding the en- 
tire Russian position, with the possible ex- 
ception of one battery immediately behind 
Chenliencheng. 


Japs Open Artillery Fire. 


Last night the Japanese guns were all re- 
piaced in position along the river and this 
morning began firing upon the Russian posi- 
tion immediately behind Tiger hill. The bat- 
teries above Wiju made excellent practice, 
their shrapnel shells searching the entire 
Russian position. ; 

For same time the Russians were silent and 
when finally they began replying their fire 
was directed upon Kinteito. Immediately 
the Japanese opened with the batteries about 
Wiju, whereupon a fine artillery duel ensued, 
lasting over an hour. | 


Russians Awaken at Last. 


During this duel the Russians endeavored 
to reach the Japanese, whom they now dis- 
covered advancing down the river bank. 
They threw shrapnel along the face of the 


river below Tiger hill. This shelling was en- 
tirely ineffective and the ammunition was 
wasted, only one shell making the required 
distance and that doing no damage. 

The Japanese battery at Kurito island re- 
plied, delivering a heavy fire upon the Rus- 
sians and soon stopping their fire. 

About noon the Japanese halted in the hills 
opposite Wiju and the artillery fire prac- 
tically. ceased. After a lull, however, the 
Russians reopened, sending shrapnel toward 
Wiju, and again shelling Kinteito island. 
The Japanese replied hotly for a few minutes, 
since when the desultory firing continuing, 
the day closes with the Japanese having a 
strong position commanding the Russian 
left. During the afternoon their troops 
reached the Ai river, which is fordable. The 
Japanese advance guard already is across 
and the reserves are up. A Russian retreat 
from Chenliencheng must follow.

MANY SPECTATORS WATCH JAPS 
STORM RUSSIAN LINES. 


Struggle Between Mikado’s Men and 
Czar’s for the Possession of the Hills 
West of the Yalu Witnessed by 
Great Crowds of Noncombatants on 
the Walls of the City of Wiju—Vast 

Panorama of War Disclosed at Sun- 
rise. 


WIJU, May 1, via Seoul, May 9.—When the 
early mist drifted from the Yalu river this 
morning the Japanese infantry was disclosed 
lined up for battle on the low, sandy island 
of Kinteito, which is in front of Wiju. 

The walls and towers of the city on the 
hill, rising abruptly from the south bank of 
the river and the nearest of the three chan- 
nels, were crowded with Japanese and Core- 
ans, spectators of the forthcoming attack. 

Infantry lay with stacked arms across 
the island awaiting their work. The sol- 
diers were spread out in their black lines 
three miles long, from a point on the island 
opposite the village of Chenliencheng, on 
the west, to a point opposite the extremity 
of the Tiger’s Head, on the east. The divis- 
ion of the imperial guards occupied the cen- 
ter of the line, another division was on the 
west, and a third on the east of the line. 

The Tiger’s Head forms a peninsula pro- 
jecting into the river almost parallel to the 
south bank. The Japanese division which 
executed the flanking movement from up 
stream yesterday, with almost its full force 
present, was now on the sands north of 
Tiger's Head. Four field batteries were be- 
hind the infantry.on its extreme flanks, con- 
cealed by the shrubbery. 


Guns Open at Sunrise. 


Two batteries began the action by throw- 
ing shells to the Manchurian side of the 
river for half an hour, while the sun was 
rising. They sprinkled with shells the em- 
bankments whence the Russian guns had 
been firing for the last week, but no response 
to their fire was forthcoming, and it looked 
as if the Russians had removed their batte- 
ries during the night. 

Soon after 7 o’clock the.Japanese began to 
advance. The distance from the Corean to 
the Manchurian bank of the Yalu is about 
two miles. The Japanese troops spread out 
in extended formation as they went forward. 
When they were a few hundred yards from 
the hills on the Manchurian side they threw 
themselves prone on the ground and began 
volleying. 


Russians Make Fine Targets. 

The Russians now could be seen at intervals 
where the road was exposed, hurrying in 
small squads along the hills. These exposed 
stretches of the road made fine targets for 
the Japanese gunners. A fierce fire was con- 
centrated on one open space, half the shrap- 
nel thrown bursting over a small area with 
wonderful precision. 
shower of puffs of white smoke at this place, 
and the observers could see the work of an 
occasional shell as it dug a great hole in the 
earth and scattered quantities of rock. 

Still the Russians remained silent. There 
was no answering fire from them until the 
first Japanese line was within a few hundred 
yards of the river bank. Then sharp volleys 
burst almost simultaneously from several 
trenches, and the attacking Japanese found 
themselves under a heavy and continuous 
fire, at easy range, from covered positions 
high above them. They lay behind the sand 
hillocks, replying bravely and hotly to the 
fire, while their own batteries pumped shells 
over their heads. ry 


Japs Rush at the Hills. 

Two regiments of Japanese troops, one di- 
rectly opposite Wiju and another near a 
village on the west, ran to the river, stop- 
ping to re now and then as they progressed 
and giving shrill cheers as they hurried for- 
ward which echoed clearly over the plain. 
Their formation was closer than that kept 
by British or American troops, and it looked 
as if their losses must be great. 

They waded the river, ran on across the 
sands, and climbed up the steep, rocky hill- 
sides like a swarm of ants, their red and yel- 
low cap bands gleaming in the sun. 

A storming party on the west side of the 
advance mounted a hill commanding the 
Russian retreat. Just as the men were 
bunched thickly on the crest of this hill two 
Japanese shells burst among them. They 
had fallen short. When the smoke had 
cleared away a dozen bodies could be scen 
lying where the shells had exploded, and the 
remainder of the storming party were clam- 
bering down the hill to escape this unexpect- 
ed fire from their rear. | 


Russians in Full Retreat. | 

The sound of the rifle firing soon passed 
on over the hills as the Japanese pursued 
the retreating enemy. One column of weary 
soldiers, who had been almost two days with- 
out rest, was trudging down the river toward 
Antung, where the Japanese gunboats were 
shelling the Russian works. 

At. o’clock solitary soldier,~- climbing 
ahead of his comrades, unfurled a huge 
Japanese flag on the face‘of the topmost 
Russian fort, on a ridge 1,000 feet above the 
plain. He marched back and forth along 
the parapet, waving the banner, and then. 
for the first time, the Japanese on the walls 


which they had watched the battle anda 
shouted, “ Banzai." Already foot soldiers, 
batteries, and pack trains were streaming 
on to the island by every road, and tonigh:

GERMANS FOR THE JAPS. 


HERR BEBEL CRITICISES KAISER 
FOR FAVORING RUSSIA. 


Socialist Leader, in Reichstag Debate, 
Declares That All the World Hafes 
and Distrasts Germany Because of 
Its Rapidly Growing Army and 
Naval Designe—Says the Nations of 
the Earth Are Becoming Tired of 


Militarism., | 

: 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
BERLIN, May 9.—Herr Bebel, the social- 
ist leader, made a bitter attack upon the 
kaiser during a debate in the reichstag 
today. Bebel declared that the kaiser’s for- 
eign policy had aroused the hatred of the 
civilized powers of the globe and that the 
world is growing heartily tired of militarism. 
The fiery socialist orator criticised the 
emperor for the latter’s recent speeches at 
Karlsruhe and Mentz and the telegram of 
condolence sent to the czar upon the de- 
struction of the Russian battleship Petro- 
paviovsk. In the telegram the kaiser wrote: 
Russia's mourning is Germany’s mourn- 


ing. 
Wants Japan to Win. 

Herr Bebel, continuing, said: 

‘“*I deny most emphatically that the em- 
peror’s telegram refiects the sentiments of 
the German people. In my opinion Ger- 
many sympathies are far more on the side 
of Japan than on that of Russia. 

“The land in which such things can hap- 
pen as recently occurred in Russia,’’ con- 
tinued Herr Bebel, “‘stards upon such a 
low level of civilization that all the rest of 
Europe has the most lively interest in seeing’ 
the sun of civilization rise upon it.”’ 

Herr Bebel claimed that western Europe 
has special reasons to rejoice if Russia loses 
the war, for, ‘‘ the more Russig is weakened 
by the struggle the less likely it becomes 
that Russia will mix in the affairs of west- 
ern Europe.” 


Says World Hates Germany. 

The speaker referred to “the far reaching 
antipathy of all civilized nations against 
Germany,” alluding to the Bmperor Fred- 
erick monument, ‘‘ unpacked in some corner 
of Washington, and the Goethe monument 
in Rome, but not yet set up.” Herr Bebel 
gid not deny Chancellor von Blilow’s ex- 
planation that this dislike of Germany was 
** partial commercial jealousy and envy.”’ 

“The chief cause, however,”’ said Herr 
Bebel, ‘‘ of the dislike of Germany was her 
growing military equipment on sea and land. 
Germany has been moving fast in the inter- 
national race for military and naval arma- 
ment, especially since 1898, and civilized na- 
tions have grown heartily tired of this eter- 
nal struggle and rivalry.” 

Herr Bebel alluded to his former prediction 
that the Herero rising would cost Germany 
$12,500,000 to $15,000,000, which, he added, 
the members of .the right party then hooted.

Herr Bebel again went into the causes of 
the uprisings, giving much attention to the 
violence of the Germans toward the native 
women, disregarding the native ideas of 
marital relations. , 


Von Buelow Defends Kaiser. = 


Chancellor von Billow, in reply, asserted 
that the quotation of the emperor's: tele- 
gram to the czar was incorrect. The em- 
peror, he said, expressed warm sympathy 
on account of the great calamity by which 
so many brave men had met death in the dis- 
charge of their duty. 

The chancellor expressed his regret at the 
manner in which many of the German news- 

pers, especially the comic publications, 
had utilized the recent calamities of a neigh- 
boring and friendly power as the basis for 
malevolent, spiteful, and ridiculing articles 
and caricatures, ‘“‘ which have affronted hu- 
man feelings and are lacking in political 
tact.” 

The chancellor denied that the antipathies 
of the world were against Germany. They 
existed, in a *measure, as Herr Bebel had 
described, but, he added, if so, ‘*‘ that would 
only be a reason for maintaining our military 
equipment, so as to calmly anticipate any 
eventualities of the future.”

NOW REALIZED THAT WAR WILL 
_ BE LONG AND BITTER. 


Virtual Abandonment of All the Strong 
Positions in Southern Manchuria 
Compels General Staff at St. Peters- 
burg to Admit That the Country 
Could Not Have Been Held with Less 
than 500,000 Men—Kouropatkin Has 
Less than 200,000. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 9, 3:34 p. m.—The 
swift march of events at the theater of war 
—the virtual abandonment by the Russians 
of all their advanced positions along the 
Manchurian littoral—has created a feeling 
of apprehension which the authorities con- 
tend is unwarranted. 

The general staff declares that if it had 
not been for Gen. Zassalitch’s rash stand at 
the Yalu the retreat and concentration of 
Gen. Kouropatkin’s army upon its normal 
line of defense would have been regarded as 
a masterly piece of strategy. | 

With the general staff the one dominant 
‘dea is that the developments of the last few 
days make it certain that the war will be 
long and bitter. It is admitted that half a 
million men would have been required to 
hold southern Manchuria. The real truth 
seems to be that Gen. Kouropatkin hase not

| Further Retreat Necessary.

Gath at Convention Hall. 


The time—forty-one minutes—which the 
convention lasted was almost a record. The 
Parties to the general conference of the 


powers began gathering as early as 9 o'clock 


and an hour later the greater part of the 


delegates were in their seats. While the 


@iplomacy of slate making proceeded in one 
of the upper company rooms of the armory 
the 1,039 delegates and 500 or more specta- 
tors proceeded to send a cloud of smoke to 
the ceiling which spread downward minute 
by minute. 

Meanwhile the machinery of the program 
was starting. Chief Deputy Sheriff Charles 
Peters, assistant to- Secretary William 
Weber, arrived with an armful of books and 
documents, which, it turned out, was ready 
ammunition to be used in casé pf a revolu- 
tion in the convention. 


Slate Making Is Completed. 
Eleven o’clock came and the chiefs were 
still in conference, only an occasional hench- 
man making hurried trips to this or-that 
delegation for a whispered conference and 
nimbly returning to the upper chamber. 


At 12 o’clock the pall of smoke had descend- 


ed close to the heads of the delegates, and 


fifteen minutes later the politicians caught 


a glimpse through the haze of the first sig- 
nificant stir about the room in the upper 


gallery. The word passed along that ihe 
chiefs had finished their labors and were 
coming. A shout started at the far end of 
the hall and swept over the delegations as 


the slate makers descended and marched into 
the gathering headed by Chairman Reddick. 


Chairman Reddick first called for the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions. The 


reading of the resolutions occupied ten min- 


utes. 
order of nominations for county offices was 


read and State Treasurer Busse secured the 


adoption of an amendment placing the presi- 
dent of the county board second on the call. 
Immediately afterward Chairman Reddick 
announced the call of the wards for the nom- 


ination of a state’s attorney. Assistant Sec- 
retary Woods, through a megaphone, called 


the roll of the wards, there being no re- 


sponse on the part of the delegates and no 


pause in the swift enumeration till the 
Twenty-fifth ward was reached. 


There Mr. Woods paused, and the dele- 
gates, following the direction of the crier’s 
expectant gaze, saw Assistant State’s Attor- 


ney Harry Olson rise and address the chair.

A great cheer swept over the convention

YATES TALKS OF RECORD, 


SAYS HIS ADMINISTRATION HAS 
BEEN A GOOD ONE, 


Addresses Chicago People in Audito- 
rium, Setting Forth His Desire to 
Continue in Governor’s Chair—De- 


clares the “ Trust Press ” Has Done. 


Him Wrong—Excuses Vast Increase 
in the State’s Expenses by Statement 
That Not Enough Was Spent. 


Gov. Richard Yates appealed to the people 
of Chicago in an address last evening at the 
Auditorium to indorse his administration 
and to speak for him their kindest words on 
May 12, when he goes before the state con- 
vention at Springfield for renomination. 
His speech was entitled “‘ The Truth About 
the Governor.” 

W. W. Tracy, Gov. Yates’ appointee as 
president of the Lincoln park board, intro- 
duced the speaker. He took occasion to 
make a plea that Cook county delegates 
throw their votes to Gov. Yates after they 
had voted for their own candidates. He de- 
clared the governor has over 600 delegates 
in the state outside of Cook county. To il- 
lustrate the situation he showed a huge map 
colored blue in fifty-three counties, in which, 


he said, the governor had made a contest and . 


secured instructed delegates, and red in 
eight counties where he had contested and 
lost the delegates. He presented Mr. Yates 


to the audience as the next governor of Illi- 


nols. . 


ny: Officeholders. Present. 


Wien Govi’ Yates stepped forward he was. 


greeted with cheers and shouts, which con- 
tinued for somé time. Theré were 38,500 in 
attendance. The boxes and parquet were 
filled and the main balcony more than half 
occupied. There was a large representation 
of the Yates officeholders. 

On the platform were 150 of the friends 
of the governor. Among them were:

The governor divided his address into sec- 
tions, declaring that -his administration had 
made a good record for economy, efficiency, 
humanity, and law a" order. A large sec- 
tion was devoted to an Attack on the Chicago 
newspapers. 

The state senate and the legislature were 
assailed, and especially the band of thirty- 
nine republicans who stood with L. Y. Sher- 
man against gavel rule by Speaker Miller. 
He declared that both legislatures since he 
has been governor have been hostile to him, 
and gave as the reason that it was for the 
purpose of defeating the governor for re- 
nomination. 

Defense of State Employes. 

“Tam here to speak of and in behalf of 
the administration of this state,’’ said the 
governor. ‘‘ Understand what I mean by 
that. I am not here to talk about the goy- 
ernor only but of all the men and all the 
women in any way connected with that ad- 
ministration. So, tonight I am here to speak 
in behalf of 2,950 men and women who, I 
contend, are good men and women, in the 
service of the twenty-five different institu- 
tions and the twenty-five different depart- 
ments of the state. | 

“These are humble men and women for 
the most part. More than 2,500 of them re- 
ceive a salary of $600 or less; over 1,800 less 
than $300 a year, in addition to their board 
and lodging. 

“Tf these men and women have given to 
the state an administration that is good, 
then this administration is entitled to confi- 
dence and merits esteem. If they have given 
an administration that is bad, then the ad- 
ministration ought to be repudiated. 


Good Administration Deserving. 

“An administration that for four years 
has been good and not bad Is entitled to re- 
tention in public service. For the benefit of 
thésgovernor? No. For the benefit of the 
officials? Not at all. For the benefit of the 
people, that administrations that are to 
come in the future may be encouraged to 
be good and not bad. 

“What constitutes a good state adminis- 
tration? You will agree with me that if a 
state has a good economy record, a good 
efficiency record, a good humanity record, a 
good legislative record, a good labor record, a 
good law and order record, and a good polit- 
ical record, then that administration is good. 

‘*In this administration every dollar has 
been watched, every expenditure inspected 
by the various boards. I have invited and 
encouraged every suggestion tending to per- 
fection in inspection. Therefore, during the 
last general assembly, when a Chicago sen- 
ator introduced a bill. providing for the crea- 
tion of a board of public accountants, to con- 
sist of the state auditor (an elective official), 
the state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion (also elective), and a third member to 
be appointed by the governor, I favored the 
bill. To my great surprise, nearly every paper 
in Chicago denounced it as an attempt of 


the governor to fasten his control upon the. 


other officers, who, like himself, are elective. 
I went to several of the elective officials and 
begged them not to put anything in the way 
of this bill to add perfection to the system 
of inspection. To the credit of all the depart- 
ments, not one of them interposed any ob- 
jection to the bill, yet it failed to pass. 


Another Whack at Legislature. 

“T want to say to you tonight I will have 
at least one more whack at that general 
assembly. I am going to be governor every 
day, every hour, from now until after the 
next general assembly convenes. Lam going 
to recommend in my biennial message the 


passage of that same bill or a better bill. No’ 


senator and no representative: gets any fa- 
vors out of me from this time until I go out of 
office unless he promises to vote for that bill. 

“ Then I want to find out why a legislature 
in the state of Illinois had to defeat a bill 
whose only purpose was to make évery office 
in this state honest. Some one says this is 
executive interference. Yes, it Is executive 


interference. I have heard caihdidates for j 


Illinois saying if they were elected governor 
they would put in their time sitting at their 
desk and reading the constitution. 

saw in Tue the other day 
a three column article, showing how this 
Yates administration had cost $1,000,000 more 
than the one that went before it. The an- 
swer to it is, ‘It ought to have cost a million 
dollars more.’ You remember the congress 
of 1898, our democratic friends called it 
the billion dollar congress. But there was 
in this country at that time Thomas B. 
Reed. Tom Reed answered—he said: ‘It 
is a billion dollar congress. This country 
has become a billion dollar country.’ That 
old war cry, ‘ Billion dollar congress ’ went 
the way of all flesh. It went over into the 
democratic graveyard, along with free trade, 
primary money, and secondary money, and 
redemption money, and the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver and gold without the 
consent of any other nation.” 

Gov. Yates told how his personal interven- 
tion had sometimes been necessary to pre- 
vent extravagance in various departments. 


Insane Asylum Inquiries. 


Referring to the record for humanity of the 
administration, Gov. Yates said that inves- 
tigation had failed to unearth justification 
for the charge of cruelty in insane and other 
institutions. 

“The Kankakee hospital investigation,” 
said he, “ was instigated by discharged em- 
ployés, yellow journalism, and political ani- 
mus. The demonstration a cruel, cow- 
ardly, and contemptible thing. It harrowed 
and agonized the home of' 10,000 families 
scattered through Illinois by needless and 
false charges of cruelty. It was cowardly 
because by means of the vicious, anti-admin- 
istration press of Chicago it struck 100,000 
blows every morning at innocent officials 
who had nowmeans of reply.

“It was contemptible because it was 

honeycombed with hypocrisy, as was shown 
by the fact that nothing was ever afterward 
heard of the cruelty charges and the only 
thing discussed by the hostile press was the 
alleged revelation and discovery that em- 
ployés of state institutions contributed to 
the support of their respective party organi- 
zations.”’ 
‘The speaker argued that the fact that 
there had been no official investigation of the 
state administration indicated that it was 
economical. 

“* There was no probing by the active demo- 
cratic minority,” said he. “In each ofthe 
houses there was a body of senatorsand rep- 
resentatives dissatisfied with me because I 
had not been able to gratify them in the mat- 
ter of appointments. In addition to this 
there were in the last general assembly 
thirty members of the house, elected as re- 
publicans, banded together, innocently I 
hope, behind half a dozen men, who were 
not innocent, to embarrass and if possible 
destroy the administration. These three 
elements had an overwhelming majority. 
They could have ordered investigations 
every hour had they dared. They knew well 
that such investigations would result in the 
report that there was nothing wrong and 
they did not wish that such a report should 
be spread on the records to the credit of the 
administration. 


Talks About “ Trust Press.” 


“The charge that the Chicago trust press 
is against me is true. I desire to raise this 
matter, not so much by way of admission 
that an influence really powerful is opposed 
to me as upon a theory that this proposition 
raises a new issue of vital importance. It is 
the issue of government by newspaper trusts. 
This is whether the republican party in IIli- 
nois shall be its own master or whether it 
shall like a slave bow the knee and take or- 
ders from an un-American, unrepublican, un- 
democratic newspaper oligarchy in the city 
of Chicago, as heartless and as remorseless 
as any tyrant or assassin ever known. That 
man serves well his party, and, for the matter 
of that all parties who thwarts the aim of this 
new despotism in Illinois. Its success will 
strike deep at the foundation of a free gov- 
ernment. 

“ This administration had not been in office 
sixty days until every man who favored lynch 
law and mob rule in the state was against it. 
This administration was not in office ninety 
days until every boodler in the Illinois leg- 
islature was against it. This administration 
had not been in office ninety days before half 
of the Chicago bosses were against it. Since 
then the other half have gone against it. 
This administration had not been in office 
five months when the Chicago newspaper 
trust jotmed the rest and went against it. 
The Chicago newspaper trust, thank God, 
they are all against me tonight 

“The Chicago newspaper trust—you give 
me the peaceful fireside of the American voter 
and I can whip them all. That is why I 
have been making a campaign in the state 
of Illinois, up and down the state, and that is 
why, when this state convention comes, the 
entire state convention goes for an adminis- 
tration that has a record, and can get a 
chance at that great American jury which 
will do right if it gets a chance and will stand 
a good show before a convention.” 

The governor then sald he had been “ Iled 
about systematically for four years.” 


Members of the “Trust Press.”’ 
Continuing about the “trust press,’’ the 
governor said it included “ the Record-Her- 
ald, now coming out every morning in this 
city, and the News, which comes out every 
afternoon, together with their occasional 
republican ally, THE TRIBUNE, and when I 
say their occasional republican ally I mean 
exactly what I say. Tue TRIBUNE has been 
on the wrong side of every public question 
for forty years, until just forty days before 
the election, when it always has flopped. 

‘*T want to say in conclusion that this may 
be the last time I may have an opportunity 
to appear before the people of this city, be- 
cause some other gentleman may be candi- 
date for governor, and if I do speak here 
next fall it will perhaps be in behalf of some 
other gentleman, and if there is a man in this 
house tonight who earnestly believes that 
his man will be nominated, he knows that he 
will have no more cordial support throughout 
the entire state than will be that of myself. 

“ Pour years ago I told you that if nomi- 
nated and elected governor of the state of 
Illinois I would be the governor. As I said, 
I have been governor of Illinois. NowI come 
back after four years and render an account 
of my stewardship and I hope that the same 
will be acceptable to the people of the state

Civie Federation President Tells Civil 
Service Commission “ Piperizing ”

To call attention to the fact that six mear 
inspectors were the only bulwark between 
the people of Chicago and improper food 
was said yesterday by President B. E. Sunny 
to have been the Civic federation’s object in 
“ Piperizing Inspectors O’Brien, Turner, 
and Peters. The charges against these offi- 
cialis were taken up by the civil service com- 
mission, but withdrawn, pending the presen- 
tation before the board of the Pinkerton de- 
tectives employed in gathering the evidence. 

“We did not. start out to find shortcom- 
ings on the ‘part of any inspectors,” said 
Mr. Sunny’ to Commissioner Powell at the 
hearing in the council chamber, after de- 
claring the federation temporarily was un- 
prepared to support its charges. ‘‘ We start- 
ed out to find how it is physically possible 
for six mento inspect all the meat used in 
the city of Chicago. We employed Pinkertor 
detectives to find out what at least two of 
the inspectors were doing. We submitted 
their report to Dr. Reynolds. We believe 
that meat inspection has not been properly 
carried on.””. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Hoyne in- 
terposed that only, the competency of the 
three suspended employés was in question. 

asserted that Dr. Reynolds wished to 

ute the cases. Mr. Sunny said one of 

the Pinkerton operatives was in Texas and 

admitted that it might be difffcult to get the 
other two to testify. 


Ready for Delaney Trial. 

‘The civil service hearing of License In- 
spector John J. Delaney, against whom 
charges. have been filed by the board of 
examining engineers, has been set for Fri- 
day, and several building owners summoned 
as witnesses. 

The charges ‘filed against Delaney have 
to do with the strike of the building engi- 
neers In 1902. To Thomas A. Hall, chairman 
of the Building Manager's. association’s com- 
mittee on labor, he is said to have presented 
his card as a city official with the remark 
that if the association failed to agree with 
his engineers’ union and any trouble fol- 
lowed, the association “‘ might find it diffi- 
cult to get city licenses for new engineers.”

CULLERTON THE 
“WHOLE” COUNCIL 


Introduces Enough Orders to 
Keep City Hall Clerks Busy 
for the Next Month. 


FINN STIRS UP A ROW. 


Motion to Spread Little Ballot 
Vote on Records Alarms 
His Associates. 


Ald. Cullerton arrived at the city hall 
council chamber last night in a pessimistic, 
not to say a peevish, mood. He had been 
ruminating recently upon the sad trend of 
things municipal, and, as a consequence, the 
council spent a large part of its session con- 
sidering the alderman’s opinions and sug- 
gestions, 

The work of the council, reads, 
for the most part, like this: 


Ald. Cullerton had passed an order that the 
proper city officials place the names of streets on 
intersections within the city. 

Ald. Cullerton had referred to the finance com- 
mittee his order that all complaints for violations 
of the laws or ordinances on the west side be 
tried by west side justices. 

Ald. Cullerton had passed a request that the 
commissioner of public works, chief of police, and 
board of local iniprovements report at the next 
meeting the names of al! streets paved since Jan. 
1, 1885, with asphalt or brick, with the date of 
paving, the guarantee, and the present condition 
of said pavement. 

Ald. Cullerton introduced an order that the 
local transportation committee cease all negotia- 
tions with street car companies for franchise 
grants and report instead to the council an ordi- 
nance granting revocable licenses to operate, the 
compensation being $50 a car a year. 

Ald. Cullerton introduced an order requiring the 
corporation counsel to submit an ordinance con¢- 
demning the Clark street and Wentworth avenue 
line of the Chicago City railway. 

Ald. Cullerton introduced an order requiring an 
estimate from the city engineer on the cost of 
constructing a street railway by the city in Adama, 
Harrison, and Twelfth streets, from Clark street 
to Fortieth avenue. 


The three last enumerated pieces of legis- 
lation Ald. Cullerton had deferred two weeks 
and published. The order for the report on 
paving Ald. Cullerton said was for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the life of the various 
paving materials. The whole volume of the 
alderman’s legislative efforts will keep the 
various city departments busy and working 
overtime for the next month. 


Ald. Finn Starts Trouble. 

Ald. Finn precipitated a squabble which 
threatened for a time to assume disastrous 
proportions, by introducing an order to 
spread a certified copy of the vote on the 
little ballot at the recent election on the 
councjl records. As the alderman ‘rose to 
speak/to his measure the certified copy, neat- 
ly rolled and. tied with blue ribbons, was 
borne forward to the clérk’s desk. The mat- 
ter was aboutto be passed in the perfunctory 
routine manner when the voluminous docu- 
ment with the blue strings caught the eye 
of the mayor, and soon Ald. Finn and Fore- 
man were plunged into a wordy skirmish. 

*“ Why, you might as well vote to spread 
a certified copy of the city directory on the 
records,’ retorted Ald. Foreman to his op- 
ponent’s array of arguments. 

Ald. Bennett moved to place the order on 
file, and Ald. Finn responded with a motion 
to lay Ald. Bennett’s motion on the table. 
A roll call was had on the momentous ques- 


| tion, which resulted in 33 yeas and 26 nays, 


The matter ‘was then ordered printed in the 
records. 
Dispute Over Track Extension. 
An’ order to grant a permit to the Union 
Traction company to extend its tracks in 
Chicago avenue, from.

antness between Ald. Hunter and Foreman. 
The latter wanted the matter placed in the 
hands of the local transportation committee, 
but the alderman from the Thirty-fifth ward 
objected.

Ald. Badenoch introduced an ordinance 
which was referred to the committee on fire 
department giving the Chicago Fire Alarm 
company the right for twenty years to main- 
tain a system of auxiliary fire alarms to be 
connected with the present fire alarm system. 
The compensation proposed is nothing for the 
first five years, 24% per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts during the second five years, 5 per cent 
during the next period, and 10 per cent each 
year of the last period.

The régulations are embodied in a letter 
from-the president to the secretary of war, 
and provide tha€ the commission shall make 


‘all lawe for the government of the zone. 
Civil service and the merit system are-to be~ 


applied to all appointments in connéction 
with the work, and immediate steps must be 
‘taken to abolish all forms of lotteries or 
sameness now existing in the strip. 


Cares for Rights of People. | 


After direction how money shall be han- 
dled and the work of the canal administered, 
the president says: ~ 

The inhabitants of the isthmian canal zone are 
entitled to security in their persons, propegty, and 
religion, and in all their private rights. and rela- 
tions. They should be so informed by public an- 
nouncement. The people should be disturbed as 
little as possible in thelr customs and avocations 
that are in harmony with pringiples of beers ordered 
and’ decent living. 


Must Regard Existing Laws. ‘ 


The commission is directed to have due 
regard for the existing laws of the strip and 
the customs of the pevple and to adhere to 
the methods familiar to them in so far as 
they are consis t with the laws of the 
en the letter continues: 


But theré are certain great principles of govern- 
ment which have been made the basis of our exist- 
ence as a nation which we deem essential to the 
rule of law and the maintenance of order, and 
which shal) have force in said zone. The prin- 
ciples referredaio may be generally stated as fol- 
lows: 

That no person shall be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property without due process of law; that pri- 
vate “property ghall-not: be taken for pyblic use 
without. just compensatiog; -that in all criminal 
prosecutions the accused shall enjoy the right of 
@ speedy and public trial, to be informed of the 


nature and cause of the accusation, to be con-. 
fronted. with the. witnesses against him, to have. 


compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his 
favor, and to have the assistance of counsel for 
his defense; that excessive bail shall not be re- 


quired. nor, excessive fines. imposed, nor cruel of , 


unusual punishments inflicted; that no person 
shall be put twice in jeopardy for the same offense, 
or be compelled in any criminal case to be a wit- 
nes? agajnst himself; that the right to be secure 


_against unreasonable searches and seizures shall 


not be violated; that neither slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude shall exist except as a punishment 
for crime; that no bill of attainder or ex-post facto 
law shall be passed; that no laW shall be passed 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the press or 


of the rights of the people to peaceably assemble ; 


and petition the government for a redress of 
grievances; that no laws shall be made respecting 


‘| the establishment of religion or prohibiting the 
| free exercise thereof. ; 


+» Right of Exclusion Defined. 


These rights are all made subject teepecific 
exceptions, which are as,follows:*. 

The com ion shall have power 
from time to time from the canal zone and other 
‘the isthmus over which the United 
States has: jurisdiction persons of ‘the following 


classes who Were not actually domiciled withinthe | 
1904—viz.

have "been convicted of felony, anarchists, those 


m whose purpose it is to incite insurrection, and 


others ‘whose presence it is believed by the com- 
mission would tend to create public disorder, en- 
danger the public health, or in any manner ime 
pede the prosecution of the work of opening the 
canal; and may cause any and all such newly ar- 
rived persons or those alien to the zone to be 
expelled and deported. 

The commission may legislate on all rightful 
subjects of legislation not inconsistent with the 
laws and.treaties of the United States so far as 
they apply to said zone and other places; and the 
said power shall include the enactment of sanitary 
ordinances of a preventive or curative character 
to be enforced in the cities of Colon and Panama. 
Such legislative power shall also include the power 
to raise and appropriate réwenues. 

All taxes, judicial fines, customs duties, and 
other revenues levied and collected in said zone 
by or under the authority of the cemmission shall 
be retained, accounted for, and disbursed by the 
commission for its proper purposes. 

All laws, rules, and regulations of a govern- 
mental character enacted’ by the commission are 
to be submitted to the secretary of war for ap- 
proval. 

Authority of the Governor. 

Maj. Gen. Davis, who is to be the governor 
of the canal zone, is dtrected to see that 
the laws are faithfully executed. He is 
vested with power to grant reprieves and 
pardons. If there arises at any time necés- 


sity for military or naval assistance, the . 


governor promptly is to notify the war de- 
partment, and in a sudden exigency he may 
call on any available military or naval force 
of the United States for assistance. 


Rules for Panama Railway. 


The letter to the secretary_concludes as fol- 


lows: 
By virtue of the ownership by the United States

capital stock of the Panama railroad the géneral 
policy of the managers of said road will be con- 
trolled by the United’ States. as’ practi- 
cable I desire that all the memoers of the isthmian 
canal commission be elected to the board of direc- 
tors of the road, and that the policy of the road be 
completely harmonized with the policy of the gov- 
ernment of making it an adjunct to the construc- 
tion of the canal, at the same time fulfilling the 
purpose for which it was constructed as a route 
of commercial. movement across the isthmus of 
Panama.

warrant for $40,000,000 was paid with $15,- 
000,000 in cash and subtreasury orders ag- 
gregating $25,000,000. The latter were de- 
posited by Morgan & Co. with their various 
banks and will be collected through the 
clearing house tomorrow. he banks of 
New York City’ will pay into the subtreas- 
ury $27,000,000 and will receive from Morgan 
& Co. on deposit $25,000,000. Thus the banks 
will lose im the transaction only $2,000,000 in 
cash balances.

PRIMARY BEFORM NEEDED. 
The most menacing sign of the times is 
the increased use of money in_ politics. 


“Never before in this state has so much 


money been spent in the pre-convention 
campaigns of both parties as was the case 
this year. | 

Unfortunately for the country, this in- 
creasing use of money is not confined to 
Illinois, but is eruptive and corruptive in 
all parts of the nation. . 

Unless the bungholes in the political bar- 
rels cau be stopped it will soon be true that 
in America no one except the son or son-in- 
law of a rich wan can, with any reasonable 
hope of success, aspire to a high office. 

Years ago at elections money was used 
pretty generally, but its use was checked 
by the introduction of the secret ballot. 
With a secret ballot a vote buyer had no 
better assurance that the goods he paid for 
were delivered than the word of a man who 
had agreed to sell his vote. The word of 
such a man would not be réckoned Al b 
Bradstreet’s. Consequently, owing to the 
uncertainty of the speculation, vote buying 
at elections fell off after the introduction 
of the secret ballot. The same thing would 
happen if secret ballots were provided for 
primaries. They should be held under the 
Australian system—or where the voting 
machine is adopted for elections the ma- 
chines should likewise be used for the prt- 
maries. 
If it is really intended to give the people 
some voice in making the nominations, the 
primary hours likewise must be changed. 
The present hours in Cook county are from | 
noon until 7 o’clock. These hours were un- 
doubtedly selected with the idea of making 
it just as disagreeable as possible for the 
average citizen, and, consequently, for the 


‘benefit of the professional politicians, who 


would turn out to the primaries if they 
were from midnight to 4 a. m. But the 
average citizen is pretty well frozen out 
by the present arrangement. He has gone 
to work by noon, when the polls open, and 
he doesn’t get home until from 5:30 to 6:30. | 
If he goes over to his primary polling place 
he finds a line a hundred long, and if he 
takes his-place in line and waits his turn he 
is just as apt as not to find the polls closed 
before he reaches the ballot box. If the new 
primary law does not make primary day a 
holiday, the hours should be from 6 a. m. to. 
7 p. m. | 
Again, the primaries of one party should 
be held in every county in Illinois on the 
same day. This would prevent state em- 
ployés from knocking off work in Decetn- 
ber and spending their time from then on 
until June in invading in turn the various 
counties as they held their primaries. If, 
all the primaries were on one day the pro- 
fessional politicians would be kept at home 
and their influence proportionately limited. 

It appears that the three requisites for 
primary reform are: 

1. Secret voting, to diminish corruption. 

2. Longer and more convenient hours, to 
give the people a chance to vote. 
®. All primaries of party on same day in 
every county in the state. 

To which probably should be added the 
selection of candidates by direct vote. 

Each political party should incorporate 
a primary reform plank in its state plat- 
form. ;

English clamor against the sanction of 
Chinese slave labor in the mines of the 
Transvaal has not been appeased by the 
bland assurances of the goverument that 
the Chinaman will be well taken care of, 
and that there is no reason for so much 
morality and sentiment.

heralds, pursuivants, and officers of the 
royal college of arms.” 
The new “ king.’’ who thus succeeds to the 
post left vacant by the death of old Sir 
Albert Woods, is Alfred Scott-Gatty, hith-

Guests 
were rated at 8 francs a head extra for din- 
ner and 6 francs for luncheon, prices which, 
especially according to American ideas, were 
modest in the extreme. 

The queen was never permitted to run up 
any big bills by the Parisian trades people, 
as they knew of the difficulty which they 
would encounter in recovering payment, and. 
thanks to this, Isabella died relatively fre 
from debt, but without leaving any money, 
her sole fortune consisting in her few jewels, 


paintings, her: bric-A-brac, and the con- 


tents of the Palais de Castille, which go to 
her daughter, the Infanta Paz. 


secured a decree of divorce from her hus- 
band, who was for several years secretary of 
the Austrian embassy at Paris, isa daughter 
of an Irish peer, who was likewise for more 
than a decade prime minister of Austria, and 
prior to her marriage figured tn the British 
peerage as the Hon. Helen Taafe.

throughout the country, the speaker said, 
have a right to know whether the negro is 
responding to the efforts bey to place him 
upon a higher plane of civilization, : 
‘‘In the southern part of the United States 
there are more than 8,000,000 of my race who, 
both by contact with the whites and by ~ 
education in the home, in sehool, { church, 
have had their minds awakened and strength- 


- ened—have thus had their wants increased 


and multiplied many times,’ said Mr. Wash- 
ington. “ Hence, instead of a people in fdle- , 
ness, we have in the south a people who are 
anxious to work, because they want educa- 
tion for their children; they want land, and 
houses, and churches, and books, and papers. 
In a word, they want the highest and best 
in our civilization. Looked at, then, from 
the most material and selfish point of view.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 9.—[Special.]—At 
the opening of the Methodist conference this 
morning the Rev. J. M, King of Philadelphia 
gead an extract from a letter by the Rev. 
Peter Hartnett, vicar general of the Roman 
Catholic diocese of Monterey and Los An- 
geles, appearing in a local newspaper yes- 
terday, and based upon an utterance of the 
episcopal address read before the conference 
by Bishop Foss on Thursday last. 

In this letter Vicar General Hartnett took 
exception to the statement in the address 
that the Roman Caholic church is opposed to 
the public school system of America. 


Attacks Roman Catholics. 

The Rev. Dr. King made a spirited attack 
on the Roman Catholic church and declared 
that the assertions of the Rev. Harnett were 

‘contradicted by the facts in the case. He 
“elaborated to some extent upon the state- 
ment that the Catholic church did not inter- 
fere in politics, and concluded by reading 
a resolution embodying his views upon the 
subject, which he desired the conference to 


t. 
eyhee Dr. King finished reading his resolu- 
tion there was a commotion among the del- 
egates and a score were on their feet in an 
‘4netant. The chair recognized Lay Delegate 
Chief Justice Charles B. Lohr of the Dela- 
ware State Supreme court, whd made a 
'“gtrong speech in opposition to Dr. King’s 
* stand. 


Upholds Work of Roman Catholics. 


“In regard to Dr. King’s statement upon 
“the Roman Catholic opposition to the public 
school system in America,’’ said Justice Lohr, 
“J am with him, but-I believe this is no place 
nor time to indulge in an attack on the 
Roman Catholic church or any other church, 

“* I believe that the Roman Catholic church 
is doing a great work in this country ajong 
certain lines, and we should put our hands 
under it and assist it or any other church in 
a work of evangelization.”’ 

Discussion was cut short by a motion to 
ref-r the resolution to a committee on state 


of the church. 
Officers to Give Accounting. 


Another matter which aroused consider- 


+ gble feeling was a resolution by a delegate 


from Ohio asking that a detailed statement 
of salaries, traveling expenses, house rent, 
andiall other expenses of bishops and other 
general conference officers be prepared and 
presented to the conference. The resolution 
was finally adopted, and telegrams are to be 
‘sent out for specific details and expenses in 
‘each case. 
Seeks Change in Divorce Law. 

. Judge Sibley of Ohio offered a resolution 
‘on the subject of divorce. He wanted para- 
‘graph 39 of the discipline changed to read as 
follows: 

“No divorce, except for adultery, final, 
desertion, or cruelty or neglect, such as to 
compel an innocent partner to separate from 
offender, shall be regarded by the church as 
morally lawful, and none of our ministers 
or laymen shall solemnize marridge where 
there is a diverced wife or husband living 
unless the divorce was granted upon grounds 
hereinbefore specified. But this regulation 
does not apply to cases where divorced par- 
‘thes are seeking remarriage."’ 

This resolution was referred to the com- 
“mittee on thestate of the church. 


Colored Bishops a Problem. 

There i# no likelihood that the Montreal 
‘conference will elect a colored bishop. But 
that does not hinder the colored delegates 
from organizing to press their claim to rep- 

resentation on the board of bishops. 
At @ caucus last Saturday at which sixty- 
| five of the fourscore colored delegates ware 
present, Prof. J. W. Bowen of Gammon The- 
ological seminary at Atlanta, Ga., was se- 
lected as the candidate for the. episcopal 
honor. Prof. Bowen is a man of exceptional 
gifts and accomplishments, and so far as 
character and ability are concerned would 
abate nothing from the dignity of the board. 
The plan of the caucus does not involve ob- 
struction, but pledges the colored delegates

not be elected.

} of the harbor rats, who live by diving for 


coins around the mail steamers, and* the 
Swift catamarans, in which they may even 
venture along the coast. The Colombo cata- 
maran, consisting of a dugout canoe anda 
distant outrigger log, isa tipsy looking thing 
and the passenger riding high above the wa- 
ter on a knife-board arrangement looks as if 
he might be sent headlong at any moment. 
They are steady and will ride a high sea safe- 
ly, and the agents of the tea firms, who do a 
large retail business with passengers on the 
mail steamers, fly back and forth in these 
delivery wagons with great rapidity. 

Otherwise, Colombo harbor holds only 
large steamships, and each week there pass 
in and out the largest ships of the four or 
five lines running between Europe and Aus- 
tralia. The best ships of the great steam- 
Susp Companies are those going to Australia, 
the second best suffice for India, China, and 
Japan. 

| 

The knowing and the fastidious tourists and 
residents in India manage, if possible, to em- 
bark at Colombo on one of the big steamers 
bound from Australia to Europe. As one 
disgruntled steamship agent has expressed 
. it, “‘ the Australians are as bad as the Amer- 
icans for wanting everything on a ship and 
expecting a ship to be like a big city hotel. 
The French line began pampering the pas- 
sengers like the Atlantic liners, and now we 
have to try to meet them onlose all our busi- 
ness,”’ 

Coal is king in the harbor of Colombo, and 
but for coal the port could not have its im- 
portance. Coal comes up from Australia, 
out from Cardiff, and over from India in solid 
shiploads, and coolies and hoisting appa- 
ratus stow it away into waiting ships’ bunk- 
ers. Every ship bound up or down the high 
seas must stop at Colombo for coal, and the 
shipping of all the east passes between the 
breakwater arms. Men oi war of all nations 
go in and out in a week; French, Russian, 
English, and American troop ships come in 
turn, and airy little torpedo boats are some- 
times among the winter's visitors. At the 
present moment, the Danish ship that holds 
the paroled Russian sailors from the sunken 
cruisers at Chemulpo is chief object of in- 
terest in the harbor panorama, while three 
days ago the presence of the Russian min- 
ister from Tokio and all the Russian con- 
suls retired from Japan gave the French mail 
steamer a sensational interest.

TAKEN BY WOMAN 


Elizabeth J. Lunn. ‘Admits 


Using $3,600 of Funds of 
Elgin Organization. 


JUSTIFIES THE THEFT. 


Says Her Aged Father Needed 
Comforts More than Charity 
Needed Money. 


Elgin, Ill, May 9.—[Special. ]—Defalcation 
in the sum of $3,600 is alleged against Bliza- 
beth J. Lunn, treasurer of the Elgin Wom- 
an’s club. 

In a statement issued today Miss Lunn ad- 
mitted the charge, and justified herself on 
the grounds that her aged father needed the 
comforts the money brought him more than 
the club needed the funds. 

This defense is disputed by those who claim 
that Miss Lunn and her sister lost the money 
in speculation on the board of trade, in 
mining ventures, and in “ get rich quick ”’ 
schemes. 

Prosecution Being Considered. 

Members of the club will hold a meeting 
shortly to consider the matter of prosecu- 
tion. The feeling in the club is bitter against 
the women, but the members see no means 
by which to regain the funds. Because of 
inability to recover the money, and the ad- 
vanced age of Miss Lunn, whois 58 years old, 
there is a sentiment against prosecuting 
the woman. This sentiment was checked, 
however, when it became known that Miss 
Lung isimpenitent. 


Father Needed the Money.” 


“ Father is old and infirm,” she said. “‘ We 
are all getting old, and needed the money 
worse than the woman's club. I am not 
sorry that I took it.” 

Announcement of the facts connected with 
the alleged shortage has created a profound 
sensation, both in church and club circles, in 
which Miss Lunn and her sister, Mattie, have 
been prominent for years. The Woman's 
club is one of the most famed charitable in- 
stitutions in northern Illinois. Sherman hos- 
pital, containing nearly fifty wards, is oper- 
ated by this organization. Large sums of 
money were handled yearly by the treasurer, 
and the deposits had grown in size in order 
to erect a new $12,000 addition. 


Club President Finds Shortage. 

-On last Friday developed suspicion of dis- 
honesty in this official. Mrs. R. D. Hollen- 
beak, president of the club, found that there 
was but $50 in the bank where the report 
of the treasurer showed $3,600. Today 
the facts were made public when Mrs. R. 
D. Hollenbeak demanded the passbook be- 
longing to the treasurer, and then discovered 
a series of withdrawals covering the last two 
and a half years and aggregating not less 
than $3,600. 

For years the Misses Lunn apparently 
have led exemplary lives, and were allied 
with church circles. Each had grown gray 
and. because of their extreme zeal in beney- 
olent works, preachers used them as exam- 
ples to direct the footsteps of the children in 
their congregations. 

Miss Elizabeth Lunn, a week ago, went 
among the members of the club asking for re- 
election as treasurer, because, she said, she 
found it the only way in which she could 
serve the organization. Her anxiety over 
the election excited slight suspicions. Then 
followed the president’s investigation and 
the exposure.

| IS UNDER GUARD. 


Remains : of Murdered. Phila- 
delphia Millionaire Left 
in Mountains, 


- 


Teeth Knocked Out and Clothing 
Pierced with Supposed 
Bullet Holes. 


Bristol, Va., May 9.—The body of E. L. 
Wentz, discovered in the mountains, near 
Kelleyville, Wise county, Va., by Dave 
Raleigh, a miner, who was hunting a lost 
cow, lies tonight identically as it waa first 
seen, and around it stands a guard of twenty- 
five men. It will not be disturbed until to- 
morrow, when D. B. Wentz and J. L. Wentz, 
brothers of the dead man, arrive, They are 
en route tonight in a special train from 
Philadelphia. 


Raleigh Gives Alarm. 

On making the discovery Raleigh ran to 
Blackwood, a mining settlement, a mile or 
more distant, and there first told of the fact 
to Bent Kilgore, a police officer of that sec- 
tion. 

Kilgore communicated with J. F. Bullitt 
at Bigstone Gap shortly before dark Sunday, 
and a party headed by Mr. Bullitt, carrying 
lanterns to ald them through the dark passes 
of the mountains, started for the scene, some 
twelve miles distant. They arrived shortly 
after 11 o’clock and at once stretched ropes 
around the body, inolosing it in a thirty foot 
square, and placed a guard, which was 
not relieved until after daylight this morn- 
ing. It ts believed the man who discovered 
the body will receive $5,000. This amount 
was offered by the Virginia Iron and Coal 
company as a substitute for a similar amount 
at first offered by the Wentz family. As no 
examination of the body has been made lit- 
tle so far has been learned as to the cause 
of death. All seem to agree that he was 
shot, but whether it was suicide or murder 
is the question. 


Trinkets Prove Identity. 


The body was viewed today by friends, whe 
declare there can be no mistake. Wentz’s 
spurs, riding trousers, and leggins were 
readily identified, while within a few feet 
of his body were a blue bordered silk hand- 
kerchief bearing the initials, “‘E. L. W,” a 
revolver, three chambers of which had been 
discharged, his eyeglasses, and cuffs, from 
which a pair of valuable buttons had been 
removed. The body lies as if Wentz fell 
after a struggle. The head rests on a piece 
of log, while one leg is doubled back under 
the body. 


Teeth Apparently Shot Out. 


Two of his front teeth are gone, presuma- 
bly. shot out, while holes, thought to be 
bullet holes, were found through the coat 
and vest just below the ribs on the left side. 
The place in which the body les has been 
recently burned by forest fires, and the hair 
and clothing are scorched. 

The body is lying about thirty feet from 
the mountain path, and is easily seen for 
100 feet. Last fall, when the searching party 
was held, the spot was hidden by under- 
growth and leaves, while the color of the 
clothing is much like that of the logs upon 
which the head rests. Last fall searchers 

within twenty feet of him and num- 
bers recently have passed near the spot.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE.

The detailed report of the Ohio state boara 
of agriculture, making the condition of 
wheat in that state May 1 53 per cent, com- 


pared with 67 per cent in April, says, in ex- - 


Planation: ‘“ During almost the entire 
month of April the weather was cold and 
there was considerable rainfall, with some 
snow flurries. These unfavorable weather 
conditions have prevented progress in the 
growth of wheat, and at this time the Plant 
shows 47 per cent below a fair average con~ 
dition, being 14 points fower than the con-' 
dition reported April 1. There were a few 
warm days during the month and soms 
warm growing rains, after which the good 
effect could be Seen in the flelds, that seemed 
to temporafily brighten up and to take on 
new life, but these cenditione were not of 
sufficient duration to be of lasting effect, 
but demonstrated, however, what is needed 
to make a showing for the wheat crop where 
not killed out. There is hardly time for a 
fair wheat prospect per acre, en if the 
best conditions prevail. Many wheat fields, 
where the plant life is gone or seriously In- 
jured, have been or will be plowed up for 
oats and corn, and this will probably amount 
to 5 or more per cent of the total area seeded. 
The wheat area originally seeded was short 
of a full average, and the amount plowed 
up will reduce the area ito such an extent 
that, even with a fair product per acre on 
that which remains for the harvest, the total 
product cannot result in much aBove one- 


‘half of a full average crop.” 


There was a decrease for the week of 249,- 
064 bu in the local contract stock of wheat, 
the total being 659,868 bu, compared with 
908,932 bu last week. The decrease was all 
in the No. 1 northern, which decreased to 
402,868 bu from 651,482 bu, while the No. 2 
red remained unchanged at 257,500 bu. The 
contract stock of corn at 3,918,811 bu was 
708,093 bu smaller than a week ago, and of 
standard oats 535,169 bu smaller, at 1,607,755 
bu. The decrease in public stocks of all 
kinds of oats, exclusive of stock afloat, was 
the same as the decrease in the contract 
stock, 535,000 bu, but the stocks afloat in- 
creased 147,000 bu for the week. The stock 
of corn afloat increased 400,000 bu and that 
of wheat was 315,000 bu, against none the 
week before. 


The visible supply of wheat in this coun- 
try and Canada in pounds covered: by the 
official board of trade figures decreased 664,- 
000 bu for the week compared with a de- 
crease of 1,010,000 bu the corresponding week 
a year ago. The student of this table, how- 
ever, observed that the stocks at Fort Will- 
iam, Port Arthur, Montreal, and Toronto, 
Canadian points, increased 808,000 bu, com- 
pared with a decrease of 16,000 bu last year.

The first boat of the 
season broke into Fort William harbor Sat- 
urday afternoon through the ice, and a boat 
which had been lying in the harbor all win- 
ter carrying a cargo of 62,000 bu wheat for 
Richardson cleared yesterday morning, the 
first grain laden vessel to leave any port 
this season. Another vessel carrying 185,000 
bu for the same house cleared yesterday, and 
other boats will clear this week. 


“ Duluth shippef's who are here,” said H. 
D. Wetmore, “ tell us there are about 4,000,- 
000 bu of oats at Duluth and Itasca, 34 pound 
naturals, and that about 2,500,000 bu are sold 
to "go east as soon as navigation opens.

But the imports of Japanese gold have been 
only a part of the increaee in the stock of 
gold since the beginning of the year. Domes- 
tic production has been equal to over §22,000,- 
000, so that since Jan. 1 the increase in gold 
in this country has been approximately 
$51,848,800, against exports as noted above.

Corn Products Statements. 


There wasysome confusion in La Salle 
street yesterday over the annual report of 
the Corn Products company in that tho 
profit and loss account of the constituent 
companies showed there was due to the 
Corn Products company after all deductions, 
including Corn Products expenses for the 
year, $2,522,200. Meanwhile, the income ac- 
count of the Corn Products company showed 
there had been received from the constituent 
companies $1,583,774, which, after adding 
interest and deducting expenses, showed net 
income received and carried to the surplus 
account by the Corn Products company to 
be $1,490,017. This left apparent a differ- 
ence of $1,032,183 between the two state- 
ments. 

The seeming discrepancy was explained 
by President Powers of the Glucose com- 


dates authorized at the annual meeting, 
there was due.to the Corn Products company 
dividends on April 1 which had not been 
paid up to the time the accounts were made 
up, Feb. 29. In other words, the net earn- 
ings of $2,522,200 due from the constituent 
companies to the Corn Products company, 
as specifically certified by the auditors, Pog- 
son, Peloubet,& Co., were the net profits of 
the Corn Products company for the year, 
being 1.83 per cent on Corn Products com- 
mon. In the regular course of business only 
a part of these earnings had been turned 
over to the Corn Products company at the 
date of the report, as the income account of 
that corporation shows. But for the state- 
ment having been made exact there would 
have been no confusion, since the earnings 
due might have been credited as received, 
being in effect the same. 


Growth of Commonwealth.

Much significance is attached to the 
Changes made last week in the directory 
of the Michigan Central railroad company. 
The election of W. H. Newman, William 
Rockefeller, and James Stillman as directors 
of the company is taken as an indication that 
the Michigan Central is being brought closer 
to. the other Vanderbilt lines. 

The opinion prevails in railroad circles 
that before long the Michigan Central will 
gerve a different purpose for Vanderbilt 
interests between Buffalo and Chicago than 
it now does, but such a thing is not probable 
so long as H. B. Ledyard remains the head 
of the property. The election of W. H. New-« 
man as a director is believed to be an indica- 
tion that at the forthcoming reorganization 
of the directory he will be made president 
of the Michigan Central, in addition to his 

nt positions of president of the New 
Fork Central, Lake Shore, and other Van- 
derbilt lines. This will be the signal for 
the installation of such a complete change 
in the affairs of the Michigan Central as 
practically to amount to arevolution. New- 
man and Ledyard are different types of rail- 
road managers, and the Newman method 
probably will succeed the Ledyard idea.

James Stillman as directors of the Michigan 


Central plainly indicates the power of John 
D. Rockefeller and the Standard oil interests 
in the affairs of the Vanderbilt roads.
